satisfy the requirements of the Alcohol 
Beverage Control before he could sell 
beer and wine; and would also have to 
meet various requirements of the city 
including 
review of plans by the 
architectural review board. Bill Glaze, 
agent for Speight, told the commission 
Speight planned to close the restaurant 
at 9 pip. on weekdays and at 10 p m. on 
weekends. The property is located in a 
C-M or commercial 
manufacturing 
zone.

Kalmbach 
breaks down 
on stand 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Richard M 
Nixon’s 
former 
personal 
lawyer, 
Herbert W. Kalmbach, broke down in 
tears on the witness stand today as he 
recalled betraying a friend to get money 
to pay off the Watergate burglars. 
In the most dramatic moment of the 
seven-week-old 
Watergate 
cover-up 
tr ia l, 
Kalm bach 
struggled 
unsuccessfully to contain his emotions 
as he told about calling Thomas V. 
Jones, board chairman of the Northrop 
Corp., to get $50,000 in cash for a 
“ special need” in early August, 1972. 
U.S. District Judge John J. Sirica 
immediately called a lOminute recess. 
Kalmbach’s chin quivered as he walked 
out of the courtroom. 
The emotional moment began when 
chief trial prosecutor James F. Neal 
asked Kalmbach, who is serving a prison 
term for his part in the Watergate 
scandal, if his wife knew what he was 
gathering money for. He replied, “ No, 
at no time.” 
“ In fairness to Mr. Jones, he didn’t 
know either?” Neal asked. 
“ Absolutely not,” Kalmbach said 
“ I ’m glad you asked that question. Mr. 
Jones is a fine man.” 
Pausing, he added, “ When I met with 
Mr. 
Jones, 
I 
said 
‘Tom, 
this is 
confidential.” ’ 
Neal then asked in a soft voice, “ You 
felt you betrayed him?” Kalmbach 
replied tearfully, “ Yes.” 
Kalmbach, 
a 
wealthy 
corporate 
lawyer serving a six to 18 month prison 
sentence for illegal campaign fund 
raising practices, testifed earlier how he 
answered an urgent White House call to 
raise money for the Watergate burglars 
so Nixon’s 1972 re-election campaign 
would not be jeopardized. 


Pale and obviously tired after five 
months in prison for a Watergate- 
related crime, Kalmbach testifed in the 
Watergate cover-up trial that he was 
sworn to “ absolute secrecy” about the 
payments to the burglars and used 
aliases and covert maneuvers to fulfill 
his mission. But he stopped short of 
describing 
the 
payoffs 
as 
“ hush 
money.”

WASHINGTON (U PI) - More than 
120,000 miners struck the nation’s soft 
coal producers in 25 states today in a 
walkout that could shut down the crucial 
energy industry past Thanksgiving 
Negotiators for the United Mine 
Workers and 
the 
bituminous 
coal 
industry were set to resume talks on a 
new contract at 10 a m EST., with both 
sides saying that a great deal of work 
remains to be done before tentative 
settlement is reached 
Both sides agree the strike will last at 
least two to three weeks That would 
cost the already crippled economy $3 
billion in production and idle hundreds of 
thousands of employes in coal-dependent 
industries, analysts have predicted. 
Each day that negotiators fail to reach 
a new contract mbans an added day to 
the strike. If agreement can be reached 
by the end of the week, as an industry 
bargainer has indicated, it could take 
until at least Thanksgiving before 
ratification by the rank and file. The 
miners have a traditional “ no contract, 
no work” policy. 
Union president Arnold Miller said he 
felt the union’s demands are "just and 
reasonable” and promised that he won’t 
be pushed into a premature agreement 
because of the rippling effects that the 
strike will have on the economy. 
Miller said some progress had been 
made but “ some progress is not enough 
to undo 40 years of indifference and 
neglect.”

contract settlement would come by the 
end of the week but pointed out that 
“ we’re writing an entire contract from

The government has estimated that if 
the strike lasts two weeks some 150,000 
workers in the railroad, steel and auto 
industries would be temporarily laid off ; • 
a four-week strike would mean 400,000 
nonstriking workers would be idled, and 
an eight-week stoppage would effect 
more than 1.5 million persons.

Gibson's 
nomination 
withdrawn 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — President 
Ford today withdrew his nomination of 
Andrew E. Gibson to head the Federal 
Energy Administration. The action was 
taken at Gibson’s request. 
The decision had been expected since 
the disclosure last week that Gibson 
stood to collect $88,000 a year for the 
next decade from an oil transporting 
firm in Philadelphia. The money came 
from a severance contract Gibson won 
when he resigned as president of the 
firm last May. 
No new choice for the FEA post was 
announced after release of an exchange 
of letters in which Gibson asked that his 
name be withdrawn and Ford replied 
that he would go along with the request 
“ with the deepest regret.” 
But Ford said he intended to announce 
a new nominee “ for this important post 
very soon” and his press secretary, Ron 
Nessen, said: “ We are diligently looking 
for 
a 
new 
administrator, 
but 
cautiously.” 
Ford nominated Gibson on Oct. 29 and 
sim ultaneously 
announced 
the 
resignation of John Sawhill from the 
position. Last week, Gibson’s financial 
arrangements with the Interstate Oil 
Transport Co. of Philadelphia surfaced 
and it became apparent that the White 
House was backing away from the 
nomination. 
Nessen repeated past White House 
statements that Ford was not aware of 
Gibson’s severance contract at the time 
of the nomination and that lower White 
House officials knew about it in general 
terms, but that they were not aware of 
the dimensions. 
Nessen told 
reporters 
that 
“ the 
matter was handled imperfectly in the 
White House” because Ford was not 
advised properly, and he said that 
Donald Rumsfeld, the chief of the White 
House staff, “ wants you to know that he 
has volunteered to take the blame.” 
Critics claimed the- payments to 
Gibson 
would 
inevitably 
create 
a 
conflict of interest with his role in 
making national energy policy. But 
Gibson rejected that contention 


in pensions, which currently stand at

WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Ford’s chief spokesman said today 
November economic statistics indicate 
the nation is moving into a recession. 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen said he 
was basing his statement on economic 
indicators he has seen for November “ as 
of now.” 
The White House has been reluctant to 
say that the country is in a recession 
although numerous economic indicators 
—such as three straight quarters of 
decline in the Gross National Product — 
have fit the standard definition of a 
recession. 
Nessen 
said 
the 
statistics 
for 
November “ will show that this month 
we are moving into a recession.” 
The statement represented a major 
concession by Ford. 
Nessen said that inflation is the 
“ ultimate cause” of the recession. 
He said that the figures show that 
industrial production has been slipping 
and 
“ there 
is 
evidence’’ 
that 
unemployment —now at 6 per cent —is 
continuing to increase. 
In addition to growing unemployment, 
Nessen also mentioned the decline in the 
GNP as another factor. 
“ Those are the ones that lead up to the 
feeling that we are moving into a 
recession,” said Nessen. “ Inflation is 
still a serious problem.” 
He said that he had based his forecast 
on talks he had with Treasury Secretary 
William E. Simon; Alan Greenspan, 
chairman of the Council of Economic 
Advisers, and Presidential Assistant 
William E. Seidman, who directed the 
recent economic summit. 
Nessen said that as of September the 
economic evidence indicated “ we were 
not in a recession.” But since that time, 
he said, “ economic statistics had shown 
an erosion.” 
He made it plain that Ford is standing 
by the economic package he submitted 
to Congress which also includes a 5 per 
cent surtax 
He said that the President believes the 
surtax is necessary to raise revenues to 
fight the recession without adding to the 
inflation.

Kissinger says

personal diplomacy, complaining that 
he does not use State Department 
officials. While praising the foreign 
service, Kissinger said they failed to 
adapt to new realities. 
He said the old single dimensional 
approach —simply reporting what was 
happening abroad and what foreign 
officials were saying —was not enough 
The U.S. diplomat also must provide an 
analysis to guide the home office, 
suggest a program of action which he 
favored, and 
add several possible 
alternatives. He must not allow opinions 
to interfere with facts.

face 
tension 
between 
the 
requirements 
of 
security 
and 
the 
imperatives of our values,” he said. 
"We have to build a new structure in 
such a way that the act of construction 
doesn’t make everything tumble down. ”

Bingo — 
of taking

Bingo is a game of chance — 
of winning or losing, money, 
clock radios, whatever. But 
these days bingo is also a game 
of chance of getting busted by 
the 
Santa 
Barbara 
County 
Sheriff Department 
California state laws deem 
certain types of bingo games 
illegal. One lodge membership 
in Lompoc 
is taking both 
chances. 
Every Friday night the lodge 
conducts 13 “charity’’ bingo 
games, as their type of bingo is 
called throughout the county by 
non-profit 
organizations. 
Each player pays 25 cents for a 
card per game. A jackpot cash 
prize is played once each bingo 
night ami if there is no winner 
jackpot amount increases so 
much the next week. 
Presently, the jackpot is up 
to $180. 
Friday night bingo, said the 
lodge president this week, has 
been going on since before he 
joined the lodge seven years 
ago, and the proceeds are now 
going into a building fund. 
This is all fine and dandy, but 
as per California law a bingo 
game is illegal when the player 
pays to play and cash prizes 
are awarded, according to Sgt. 
William Lenvik, a detective in 
the sheriff department. 
The 
lodge president was 
asked by this reporter if he 
knew their bingo game is 
illegal. 
“ It’s the same as everybody 
else’s 
game in 
town,” he 
incorrectly quipped 
He also related that they (the 
lodge) suspended their game 
for a few weeks until the recent 
controversy about legal-illegal 
bingo had subsided. 
A local church is currently 
holding weekly bingo games at 
its parish facilities. It is played 
for prizes. When asked if the 
p r i z e s 
we re 
c a s h 
or 
m erchandise, 
the 
church 
clergyman said he preferred 
not to answer the question. 
According to Sgt. Lenvik. if 
the 
bingo players are not 
charged a fee to play, the game 
is legal, whatever the prize, 
which 
is how this church 
conducts its game. When this 
r e p o r t e r 
informed 
the 
clergyman of the fact, he was 
still reluctant to talk about 
their bingo game 
It is for two reasons, he said. 
One, 
bingo 
is 
a 
“ touchy 
subject’’ now And two, their 
bingo games are free and 
“anybody who wants to play 
can play.” 
Donations, 
though, 
are 
accepted and the prizes are 
paid with church funds. 
The clergyman reported that 
he wasn’t sure if their bingo 
game was legal, but he assured 
“there 
is 
nothing 
morally 
wrong with it.” 
For eight or nine years the 
Senior Citizens Club in Lompoc 
conducted bingo games without 
the slighest consideration if 
they were legal or moral. The 
games were “for fun” for 
elderly people who had nothing 
else to do except watch tv, said 
president Gertrude Lehmann.

How does she feel about laws 
against bingo? 
"I wouldn't dare say over the 
telephone,” she replied. “To 
deprive these people with that 
little pleasure they get, I think 
is a crime.” 
Eighty to 150 senior citizens 
played 
bingo 
on 
Thursday 
afternoons for $12 to $15 pots. 
Each player bought three cards 
for $1. 
“ Every dime went back into 
the pot for the winners,” she 
noted 
The games stopped about a 
month ago “when all the fuss 
started" about bingo games for 
money being illegal 
Now the Senior Citizen Gub 
holds weekly “birthday” bingo 
games No fee is charged and 
small 
gifts 
worth 
$1 
are 
awarded to winners But it just 
isn't the same, Mrs. Lehmann 
specified. 
Sgt. Lenvik is in charge of the 
sheriff 
department's 
bingo 
investigation. He says that 
illegal bingo games are really a 
minor offense and that the 
department was “forced” into 
an investigation recently by 
non-profit organizations asking 
if they could conduct “charity” 
bingo games. 
When informed such games 
are considered gambling under 
state law and so are illegal, 
they pointed to certain other 
service clubs and churches in 
the county that are carrying on 
bingo games for money. 
C o n s e q u e n t l y , 
the 
department 
sent 
letters to 


these organizations and others 
known to be holding bingo 
games and advised them that 
bingo 
for 
money 
is 
a 
transgression and 
must be 
discontinued. 
“We are not going around 
investigating all bingo games. 
If a complaint comes in, I may 
try to talk to them,” he said. 
The clubs and churches, he 
continued, “are all quiet honest 
about it. Most don’t want to run 
an illegal game.” 
Asked if a bingo go game is 
illegal 
if 
the 
prizes 
are 
merchandise instead of cash, 
Sgt. Lenvik indicated that that 
was a technical area which 
hasn’t come up yet. 
Sgt Lenvik did say that each 
way of playing bingo could be 
legal or illegal, depending on 
previous 
case 
laws 
and 
decisions. 
A department investigation, 
reports Sheriff John Carpenter, 
revealed that one organization 
claimed $34,000 profit from 
bingo, 
another 
estimated 
$20,000 would be made in 1974 
from bingo. A third estimated 
that the players spend about 
$900 each bingo night. 
The department estimated 
that in excess of $200,000 has 
been gambled yearly in charity 
bingo games in Santa Barbara 
County, and each bingo night 
turns out between $200 and $700 
in winnings to players. 
Past attempts by clubs and 
groups to legalize charity bingo 
in California have failed in a 
Senate committee.

Auto 
industry 
reacts 


DETROIT (U P I)-T h e auto 
industry, with one-tenth of its 
blue 
collar 
work 
force 
currently idle, reacted today 
with apprehension to the start 
of 
a 
national 
coal 
miners 
strike. 
Spokesmen for the Big Three, 
General Motors Corp., Ford 
Motor Co., and Chrysler Corp., 
said their own coal stockpiles 
should last as long as 10 weeks. 
But they warned that a 
prolonged strike by United 
Mine Workers could cut off 
their critical steel supply as 
early as the end of the month. 
One of every five tons of steel 
goes to automakers and coal is 
needed to manufacture steel 
"A lack of steel ... could 
cause us to begin curtailing 
some of our assembly opera­ 
tions in a few weeks, long 
before our own supply of coal is 
exhausted,” a GM spokesman 
said. 
"It wouldn’t be long 
before we had to shut down all 
our plants.” 
Ford and Chrysler reacted 
with similar concern. 
About three-fourths of the 
average car 
is 
steel and, 
industry sources said, a cut­ 
back in steel supplies could 
start plant shutdowns within 
two or three weeks 
Any cutback in production 
would come at a time when the 
automakers already are cutting 
back output because of sagging 
sales. 
The industry reported last 
week that October sales were 
the worst in 10 years. 
Cutbacks already have led to 
layoffs, ranging from one week 
to indefinite, for 68,275 workers 
—one in every 10 blue collar 
workers in the industry. 
The latest reductions began 
Monday with GM cutting shifts 
at three assembly plants from 
two shifts to one and thus 
adding 5,300 workers to its 
previously announced total of 
30,000 idled employes. 
The 
plants 
involved 
are 
located in Leeds, Mo., Van 
Nuys, Calif., and Tarrytown, 
N.Y. 
Chrysler halted production 
for one week at its assembly 
plant in Hamtramck, Mich., 
where 8,800 persons work, and 
kept its plant in Newark, Del., 
plant closed another week. 
That 
plant 
employes 
3,800 
persons. 
Chrysler earlier laid off 8,800 
persons indefinitely. 
Ford, 
which already had 
idled 8,475, kept its assembly 
plant at Metuchen, N.J., closed 
for another week. That kept 
another 3,100 workers away 
from the job for at least the 
rest of this week.

collapse of the drive to lift the 
sanctions. 
The 
conference 
was 
left 
divided into three blocs —for 
lifting the sanctions, against, 
and neutral 
The conference began last 
Thursday 
with

ministers expected to approve 
a resolution by Costa Rica, 
Colombia and Venezuela to end

embargo imposed in July 1964 
Only 12 nations, however, 
supported the resolution. The 


proposal needed 14 votes to 
pass, two-thirds of the 21 OAS 
nations that voted for the 
sanctions 10 years ago. 


A compromise proposal to let 
nations decide voluntarily whe­ 
ther to resume economic and 
diplomatic ties with Cuba also 
fell short Monday when the 
United States announced

would abstain from voting. 


Five other nations —Brazil, 
Guatemala, Nicaragua. Haiti 
and Bolivia —also said they 
would not vote. 


Three countries — Chile, 
Paraguay and Uruguay —have 
opposed ending the embargo 
from the beginning, accusing 
Cuba’s Communist rulers of 
interfering in their internal 
affairs.

School buses ripped by blasts

(UPI) — Two school buses with 
just drivers on board were 
ripped by shotgun fire Monday 
night. 
Antitextbook 
forces 
today picketed public schools in 
the growing Kanawha County 
textbook controversy. 


The pickets showed up at 
schools in defiance of West 
Virginia’s 
truancy 
laws as 
classes reopened for the first 
time since a series of con­ 
troversial books were returned 
to classrooms. 


Police said shotgun blasts 
struck two buses traveling 
along W. Va. 214 near Alum 
Creek late Monday. The buses 
were occupied only by the 
drivers and there were no 
injuries. 
The shooting incidents and 
the picketing followed a call by 
protest leaders for a renewed 
boycott of classes to protest the 
continued use by the schools of 
textbooks the parents said were 
anti-C hristian 
and 
un- 
American. 
The 
tense 
atmosphere 
prompted Sheriff Kemp Melton 
to assign deputies to 12-hour 
shifts seven days a week. 


“The word is that people are 
arming themselves,” a police 
spokesman said. “Some people 
are really shook up.” 
School spokesman Mike Bell 
said 
the 
county 
Board 
of 
Education has begun returning 
some of the controversial books 
to the classrooms. Bell an­ 
ticipated only 20 per cent of the 
students would be absent. 


The books were withdrawn 
several weeks ago for study by 
a special citizens committee. 
The board last Friday voted 
to return about 95 per cent of 
the texts with a provision that 
children of dissenting parents 
would not be required to read 
them. 
The ban-the-books crusade 
has triggered school bombings, 
shootings and classroom boy­ 
cotts. 
“We’re ready to go to jail, 
but we will not send our 
children to school,” said the 
Rev. Ezra Graley, a leader of 
the protest. 
“There are people who are 
not willing to turn the other 
cheek like the ministers do. 
People 
are 
saying 
they’re 
ready to die rather than let 


their children be taught from 
those textbooks. I think our 
fight’s just begun.” 
Schools Supt. Kenneth Under­ 
wood said he intends to enforce 
school attendance laws, which 
have been disregarded since 
the protest started 
State 
law mandates 
that 
children of school age attend 
public or private schools. 


NEW ORLEANS (UPI) - 
The price of a five-pound bag of 
sugar at Louisiana refineries 
soared to $3.06 today with 
predictions 
of 
still 
higher 
prices. 
Donald Cole, manager of 
Lamborn & Co., sugar brokers, 
suggested a possible manipula­ 
tion of the world market. 
“I suppose if you got back in 
the past year, you’d find the 
world supply has probably been 
very closely controlled by the 
half-dozen largest operators in 
the world,” Cole said. “These 
are things nobody knows, but I 
do think there has been some 
manipulation. I think there has 
been some maneuvering. 
“This thing is like a great, 
big, bubble. I think the market 
is going higher, but 1 think it is 
very dangerous, very vulnera­ 
ble. Some large operators are 
holding back supplies and they 
are playing hard to get except 
at increased prices.” 
Thomas 
M 
Warner, 
an 
American Sugar Cane League 
spokesman, said, “raw sugar 


prices in the United States and 
elsewhere are high because 
there is a worldwide scarcity of 
sugar. Worldwide consumption 
has exceeded production in 
each of the last four years.” 


Bert 
Cremers, 
Supreme 
Sugar Co., vice president, said 
the raw sugar price soared 
from 11 cents a pound in 1973 to 
56 cents a pound now 
"There is a working stock of 
sugar of about 80 days in the 
world, which is an almost 
irreducible minimum for sup­ 
plies 
to 
be 
shipped 
and 
consumed,” he said. 
Cremers 
said 
the 
sugar 
industry was not exploiting the 
situation 
merely 
to 
make 
bigger prices. 
“As 
far 
as 
cane 
sugar 
refiners, of which Supreme is 
one, we’ve had to buy raw 
sugar continually at the higher 
prices all year 
Due to the 
continuing 
rise 
of 
both 
imported and domestic sugar, 
we’ve had to advance our 
prices accordingly.”

votes and has asked a state 
court to determine if there 
were irregularities in voting 
machines in Tulsa County. 
North Dakotans won’t find 
out who represents them in the 
Senate for at least three weeks.

One said he found it hard to believe that American sports 
authorities, who are known to value the spirit of fair play, 
resorted to a practice of “if you can t beat them, ban them.” 
Peter J. McGovern, chief executive officer and board 
chairman of the Little League, announced Monday at the 
league's headquarters in Williamsport, Pa 
that World 
Series play beginning next year will be limited to the four 
U.S. regional champions He declined to give a reason. 
Teams from Taiwan, composed of youngsters below 13 
years of age, have won five of the past six Little League 
World Series and the last four in a row The trend showed 
that the Taiwanese would continue to dominate the league in 
years to come 
Hsieh Kuo-cheng, a legislator and chairman of the 
Baseball Association on Taiwan, said the Little League 
decision was a “regrettable one ” 
He said he would appeal to the Little League for reconsid­ 
eration of its decision ‘‘A World Series with only American 
teams participating cannot be a World Series,” he said 
He said he hoped at least that American sports authorities 
would permit “our little baseball players and their 
American counterparts to exchange visits in the future so 
that they can continue to enjoy competing with each other ” 
Sports authorities here said thev suspected a ban was 


coming but they were still shocked that it came without any

It is apparent that there is 
little prospect of leadership 
change. 
The

its 
speaker late in August and it 
is extremely doubtful that 
there 
will 
be 
another 
challenge to this act. Filling 
vacancies 
on 
committees 
resulting 
from 
departing 


members will take up most of 
the five days allowed for the 
“organizational session." 


The first go around of a two- 
year legislative session has 
produced many flaws in the 
grandiose scheme to pattern 
the state legislature after 
Congress. 


A 
five-day 
session 
for 
“organizational" 
purposes, 
first of all, is not sufficient 
time to consider procedural 
rule changes to eliminate the 
many flaws. Among these 
flaws, 
we 
consider 
the 
problem of “ghost" voting in 
the Assembly; the substitute 
roll calls allowing absentee 
Senate 
members 
to 
be 
recorded as voting; 
proxy 


voting in committees; 
the 
resurrection of defeated bills 
through reappearance in other 
bills 
the 
transfer 
of 
controversial bills from one 
committee 
to 
a 
more 
favorable committee; the last 
minute logjams on legislation 
as, for example, the final two 
weeks of the last session, 
when some committees had 
more 
than 
200 
measures 
scheduled for hearing. 
If public confidence is to be 
restored in our legislative 
system, there must be some 
real and significant changes 
and 
first 
and 
foremost, 
mandating faithful attendance 
by 
legislators 
and 
strict 
attention 
to 
the 
matters 
before them.

When you get right down to it, not 
many people come to City Council 
meetings when you consider the number 
of people in this town and the power the 
council has. 
But a few local people found out 
recently that it can do you good to show 
up and sound off. And make you richer 
too. 
They 
c a m e 
to 
council to gripe about 
an 
a s s e s s m e n t 
d i s t r i c t . 
An 
assessment district is 
just another form of 
city tax, except that 
instead 
of 
taxing 
everyone for a partic­ 
ular project, the city 
taxes just the people 
in a certain area who 
particularly 
benefit 
from it. 
This case was a street, Olive Ave. 
There are three ways you can set up 
an assessment district. 
If 60 per cent of your neighbors with 
back yards on the same alley sign up to 
have it paved, the City Council could 
agree to set up an assessment district 
for the work If they did, you’d have to 
pay your fair share too — whether you'd 
signed the petition or not This is one 
way. 
A second is when the city engineer 
finds that the work is over 50 per cent 
done anyway. 
The third way doesn’t take a petition 
and no one has to like it but the City 
Council. It’s when the council decides by 
a four fifths vote that a certain project 
is required for the safety and welfare of 
the community 
This is what happened on Olive 
Avenue. 
Olive was one of the city’s original 
streets, laid out about a century ago this 
week The city has owned an 80 foot 
right of way since then. 
Most city streets are 44 feet wide and 
centered in their rights-of-way But the 
paving 
on 
E ast 
Olive 
between 
Hawthorne and Sixth Streets was about 
half this wide. The asphalt was thin and 
poor. Traffic over it was getting 
heavier. And Barry Gustafson, city 
public 
works 
director, 
noticed 
something about the hill at the east end 
of the road: 
It was so sudden you could speed right 
over it without seeing that kids were 
playing in the street on the other side. 
So, the council voted to level the crest 
of the hill and widen the street. The 
work was done And instead of centering 
the street in the right-of-way, it was 
jogged about five and a half feet to the 
south. Why? Because on the proepty 
belonging to Attilio and Mary Martinetti 
there was a little bam right next to the 
right-of-way. If the road was centered, it 
would take a retaining wall to keep the 
barn from getting buried Everyone — 
the Martinettis, the neighbors and the 
city — would have had to pay the $10,000 
the wall would have cost. 
Comes the council meeting Oct. 15, 
and the public hearing when the council 
is going to confirm how much the work 
will cost each of the property owners on 
the avenue Some of the bills are in the 
thousands. 
Arrive a handful of the owners 
themselves — loaded for bear. 
Most people, 
it seems, are too 
frightened to say anything to the council 
except to bellow that it’s crooked. It’s 
their privilege. And only a trickle take 
enough of a passing interest in the 
government closest to them — city 
government — to know how things are 
done. Not more than half the people here 
vote for city candidates — a statewide 
average. 
But the Olive Avenue people did some 
homework and tacked the council on a 
bagfull of specific issues about their 
assessments. I won’t say that they got 
everything they wanted from it. But 
they did change some things. And they 
made some money. 
There wasn’t much of a problem for 
Alberta Wuest. With her permission, the 
city used some of the fill dirt from the 
project to level part of her land. It upped 
her property value and saved the city 
$15,000 too. 
But Tony Armas of 904 North A St. 
protested for the Martinettis. The 
council didn’t buy his argument that 
they shouldn’t have to pay because the 
pavement wasn’t on their property. The 
bills in assessment districts are passed 
out according to who benefits, said City 
Attorney 
Alan 
Davidson, 
and 
the 
Martinetti’s had a new road in front of 
their house. 
But the street is on the other side of 
the right-of-way from the Martinetti 
parcel, 
Armas 
argued. 
No 
dice, 
Davidson said. They still have access 
and besides, the extra space can be 
treated like an extension of the front 
yard, until the city wants it.

Armas 
pleaded 
They 
weren’t, 
Gustafson returned They’d pay just to 
the center of the pavement The city 
would pay the rest The city gets some 
benefit, too 
Finally Armas scored It had to do 
with the weight per volume of asphalt. 
Property 
owners 
are charged 
for 
asphalt used to pave the road in front of 
their lots - by frontage feet - by tons 
of asphalt. 
The city’s weight figure was too high. 
So its cost figure was too high About 20 
per cent too high The difference will 
save the Martinettis at least $500, 
though they’ll still have to fork over 
over $2,000 for their share of the project. 
Alberta Wuest will save at least $500 
herself because of Armas, though she 
wasn't complaining 


Ed and Lorraine Hauenstein are about 
$300 better off and also got the council to 
agree to itemize what the property 
owners are paying for in the assessm ent 
bills Ed had opened his mail one day 
and found a city street bill for $447.44. 
No itemization He brought it to council. 
Now it’s going to change 
Harvey Wynne and James Whorley, 
two more dive Ave. property owners 
will be paying about $700 less, though 
both will still have to pay about $3,000 
apiece to have the improved street. 
Sometimes it pays to play the City 
Council in their own ball park. It did 
these people They’ll still have to pay a 
bunch for the new street and it took 
some time to study the issue and come 
to the meetings. 
But they knew a little more when it 
was over. And they found out that on 
some things they’d been right all along
